| SIR WILFRID AND THE STRIKE 


THE G.T.R. STRIKE DISCUSSED 
IN THE HOUSE. 


The Ogilvie Investigation—Sir 
Charlies Tupper’s Change of 
Frent—A Tribute te the 
Government—The Canadian 
Eastern Railway. . 


Orrawa, June 3, 1899.—The Opposi- 
tion appears to have made up its mind 
to go in reryny ners session for the popu- 
lar role of the Workingman’s Friend, for 
scarcely a day has passed this week with- 
out some time being consumed in re- 
hearsing the part. e enforcement of 
the Alien Labor law has been made the 
subject of controversy in the House 
Owing to assertions freely made, but not 
proved, that the Grand Trunk Railway 
and one or two other larger employers of 
labor who are having trouble with their 
workmen, are importing strangers from 
the neighboring republic to take the 
strikers’ place. 

The principal discussion took place on 

ednesday afternoon when Mr. Robert- 
son, Conservative member for East To- 
ronto, read an interview with Inspector 
Du Barry, the notorious Yankee official 
whose uncompromising enforcement of 
the American Alian Labor law has 
caused most of the friction between the 
two countries in regard to this matter. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier had stated in the 
House on several occasions that, by an 
informal understanding between the two 
Governments, the Alien Labor law in 
both countries was to be held practically 
in abeyance pending the completion of 
the Quebec negotiations. hen Du 
Barry was asked about this, however, 
he declared that there was no foundation 
for the statement that the law had been 
suspended ; on the contrary, not only 
was he enforcing it to the fullest extent, 
but he had reason to know that

year. In addition to reading a report of

Mr. A. T. Wood (Liberal, Hamilton), took 
occasion to state with reference to the 
labor difficulty in progress in his city 
that the strikers had every confidence in 
the Government’s policy. 


THE OGILVIE INVESTIGATION. 


The anxiously expected report of the 
investigation into the charges against 
Yukon officials has arrived from Dawson 
City, together with a full transcript of 
the evidence, which is being printed as 
fast as the Government bureau can turn 
it out. When the special courier left 
Dawson on April 27th all the charges 
had been disposed of with the exception 
of those against the late Crown At- 
torney Mr. Wade and Mining Inspector 
Norwood, as those two gentlemen had 
been absent from Dawson during the 
winter, but their cases were now under 
consideration. The trial as far as it had 
gone had resulted in a complete vindica- 
tion of the accused officials, with the 
solitary exception of one special constable 
who had accepted a bribe to admit 
people to the Gold Commissioner's office 
outof their turn, while some of the 
clerks were shown to have received 
money from outsiders for work done 
before and after office hours. Every one 
of the charges of favoritism, improper 
recording of claims and every other 
variety of wrong-doing which had been 
alleged absolutely collapsed. 

It was shown that in many cases there 
was no ground whatever for the charges, 
while in others the trouble had arisen 
through the over-lapping of claims due 
to the lack of r surveys; but in no 
instance was there the slightest evidence 
to show that any official had benefitted 
therefrom in the least degree. When the 
detailed evidence is in the hands of Par- 
liament aud it is made clear beyond 
question that there has been no ground

A TRIBUTE TO THE GOVERNMENT. 


While it is doubtful whether the ful- 
minations of Sir Charles Tupper and 
other Oppositionists against the Gov- 
ernment in connection with the proceed- 
ings of the High Joint Commission have 
had very much weight in the country, it 
is satisfactory to find that the repeated 
statements of the Canadian Commission- 
ers as to the actual position of affairs at 
the time of the last adjournment has at 
last been accepted as correct. The ap- 

val with which the country receives 
this admission from Sir Charles Tupper 
is increased by his offer to drop the per- 
sistent obstruction which has thus far 
marked the policy of the Opposition this 
session, but it is, tosay the least, un- 
fortunate that the offer is qualitied by 
the condition that the Redistribution 
Bill be withdrawn. Sir Charles could 
scarcely have supposed for a moment 
that this condition would be accepted, 
for it is so generally recognized that the 
proposed changes in the electoral divir- 
lons, particularly in Ontario, were im- 
perative before another general election 
should come round. His course in 
making the offer, however, is an admis- 
sion that the obstruction was unwarrant- 
ed, for if it was justified it would be a 
dereliction of duty to abandon it at this 
stage. It remain: to be seen whether he 
is prepared to follow up this admission 
by changing his tactics, but in any event 
he will have difficulty in satisfying the 
country now that he was justitied in his 
past hostility to, and criticism of, the 
Government. 

THE CANADA EASTERN RAILWAY. 


Another good campaign story has been 
set at rest by a statement in the House 
by the Minister of Railways who, in re- 
ply to a series of questions by Mr. Foster 
said :-—‘ No promise has been made or 
given by or on behalf of the Government 
either directly or indirectly to purchase 
the Canada Eastern Railway. In answer 
addresses which have been presented to 
me both publicly and privately by boards 
of trade and municipal bodies in New 
Brunswick urging the taking over of the 
Canada Eastern Railway in the ‘interests

THE RECENT CONFERENCE WAS 
AN UTTER FAILURE. 


Sir Alfred Milner Wanted Additional 
Seats in the Rand District 
for the Uitlanders. 


London, June 9.—Advices received 
here yesterday from Sonth Africa, 
emanating from Brit‘sh sources, show 
more completely ‘he utter failure of 
the recent conference at Bloemfontein 
between President Kruger and the 
British high commissioner, Sir Alfred 
Milner. London afternoon papers all 
refer to the dangerous situation. <A 
dispatch from Matjes Fontein says Sir 
Alfred Milner’s proposals included 
granting the Uitlanders additional 
seats in the Rand district, and Presid- 
eut Kruger, under pressure, finally 
offered three additional seats. The 

3ricish high commissioner thereupon 
pointed out the inadequacy of the pre- 
sidents’ proposals, adding that he bad 
come to the conference in the hope of 
being able toinform her majestys’ gov- 
ernment that the president of the Trans- 
vaal was prepared jo afford such liberal 
measures of reform as would enalbe the 
Utlanders to help themselves and re- 
lieve the governmz2nt of the obligaitons 
to intervene in order to redress their 
particular grievances. 


THE HAMILTON SYNOD. 


Discussion as to the Advisability of 
Advertising Euglish Church Sery ices, 


Hamilton, June 9.—The annual 
meeting of the synod of Hamilton 
opened yesterday. Eshop Dumoulin, 
in the course of his opening address 
deplored the growing tendency to break 
in on the Sabbath Day, which was lead- 
ing to the neglect of church yoing and 
to poor collections. He said effors are 
being made to fill the churches by sen- 
saional services, well advertised. ‘‘1 
trus the chucra will never resort to 
any aids of this kind, for if the admin- 
istration of Christ’s holy sacraments 
and pure doctrine will not attrack, 
nothing will,’’ said the bishop. Sub- 
sequently, when the report. was pre- 
sented from the committee on select 
vestries, the latter point in the bis- 
hop's address came up again. The re- 
port recommended that the manage- 
ment of the temporalities of the church 
should be placed in the hands of the 
vestry, which should generally perform 
all the duties of a temporal nature now 
devolving upon rectors and w ardens. 

Ald. Hobson spoke strongly in favor 
of the report, arguing that under such 
an arrangement it would be a far 
simple task toaealize funds when 
necessary and pointing out the success 
wihch has been met with by the Metho 
dist and Presbyterian churches of this 
city, which are ogverned in this man- 
ner. 

Canon Sutherland took the opposite 
view, and was particularly earnest in 
his remarks. He sincerely noped that 
no Enlgish church would endeavor to 
raise money or increase the attendance 
at church by the means employed in 
the other churches. He alluded to cer- 
tain advertisements which have ap- 
peared in the press from time to time 
directing attention to bills of fare 
dished up at certain churches, and 
hoped the time would never come 
when the Church of Euyland would 
find it either necessary or expedient to 
adopt such means... 

The discussion on the report was long 
and varied, the synod appearing to be 
well Giviced on the subject. The mat- 
ter was borught to u close, however, by 
the passage of a motion to refer the re- 
port back to the Committea for farther 
consideration during the coming year. 


The New Railways. 


Winnipeg, June 9.—Mr. Wm. Mc- 
Kenzie arrived in the city yesterday on 
business connected with his railroad 
enterprises in this country. He states 
that construction operations on the 
Southeastern and Canadian Northern 
lines have been considerably delayed 
by the wet weather but nevertheless it 
is ne intention to have the former 
completed to Rainy River and the lat- 
ter to the northern boundary of the 
province by the time snow flies again. 
It is hoped that the Southeastern will 
be in operation to Port Arthur in time 
to assist in moving the crop of 1901. 
It is learned that the negotiations be- 
tween Mr. McKenzie and President 
Mellon for running powers over the N.

THE CHILD KIDNAPPERS, 


George and Addie Burrows Delivered to 
New York Detectives. 

New York, June 9.—George and 
Addie Barrows, who are accused of kid- 
uapping Marion Clark, were brought 
to New York from New City this fore- 
noon, and taken to police headquarters. 
They came in the train from Tarry- 
town, to which point they had been 
tahen by a suilboat in the early hours 
of the morning, after the Rockland 
couLty authorities had delivered them 
to New Ycrk detectives. 

‘he New York men lost no time in 
getting the prisoners out of Rockland 
county once they got their banés on 
them. The easiest and quickest was to 
cross the Hudson river, and this they 
did by sailboat from Nyack.

NEGOTIATIONS FOR SETTLEMENT 
OF THE QUESTION. 


Mr. Chamberlain’s Diplomacy Will 
Bring About an Agreement 
iu Canada’s Interests. 


London, June $.—A high authority 
in the colonial office informed a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press that 
the negotiations with reference to the 
Alaskan question are in the rosiest pos- 
sible condition. After the interview 
United States Ambassador Choate held 
yesterday with the Marquis of Salis- 
bury, the lines of the prospective set- 
tlement fur carrying on the discussion 
in the joint high commissiou were for- 
mally submitted by the secretary of 
state for the colonies. Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain, who throughout, has had 
a most potent influence with the Cana- 
dian side. Every arrangement in the 
neyotiations between Mr. Choate, Lord 
Salisbury and Sir Julian Pauncefnte 
has gone through him, and the prospec 
tive settlement, in a great decree, may 
be considered a trinmhp for Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s tact and perseverance. 

Washington, June 8. — Nothing is 
known here officially as to what pro- 
gress has been made in the negotiations 
at London toward the re-assembling of 
the Anglo-American joint high com- 
mission. It is known that the arrange- 
ment of a modus vivendi to govern the 
relations of the United States and Can- 
ada on the Alaskan boundary is receiv- 
ing a great deal of Ambassador 
Choate’s attention.

HEIR TO $75,000. 


A Man Imprisoned for Stealing Thirty 
Cents From a Church. 


San Francisco, June 8. — Richard 
Daverkosen, who is now serving a term 
in the county jail for stealing thirty 
cents from the poor box of the St. Jos- 
eph Catholic church, will find 300,000 
gulden, or about $75,000 in American 
money tohis credit in the National 
Holland bank when released two weeks 
from today. He took thirty cents be- 
cause on the verge of starvation and 
too proud to beg. After his conviction 
his wife and children left him, return- 
ing to their former home in Germany. 
Several days ago the German consul 
here received a letter from Lachapelle 
making pressing inquiry for Richard 
Daverkosen, once staff officer of the 
great Von Moltke, and stating that an 
inheritance of 300,000 gulden, part of 
the estate of a maternal aunt, Mrs. 
Schlecher, was awaiting the lucky 
heir’s pleasure. The letter was from 
the sister of the missing man. He was 
found in prison and taken by two offic- 
ers to the consulate where he estab- 
lished his identity as Captain Daverk- 
sen, son of one of the best and most 
wealthy fami'ies of Arnheim, Holland. 
He joined the Germany army vn the 
outbreak of the Franco-Prussian war 
and made a good record. Itis said he 
will inherit $300,000 more on the 
death of his stepmother.

Winnipeg, June 7.—Travellers from 
the country state that the people in the 
provincial apd territorial towns are 
talking more about the Winnipeg In- 
dastriaul Exhibition thixyear than they 
have ever done betore, und the indica- 
tions are that the attendance wil! more 
than double the best record. ‘‘If all 
the people come in who talk of doing 
so,’’ said one geutlemann, ‘‘the coun- 
try places will be almost deserted dur- 
ing fair week.

The applications are coming from the 
east, west aud south, and even from 
Great Brita n. The directors will have 
a difficult task in allotting places for 
all who desire to exhibit their goods; 
nevertheless every effort will be made 
to afford accommodation forall. The 
real hard work of the manager and di- 
rectors is pow beginning, and they an- 
ticipate a busy time from now until 
the close of the fair.

Professor Robertson Addresses the Bran- 
dou District Institute. 
Brandon, June 7.—Prof. Robertson, 
| Dominion comnniss‘oner of agriculture,

! ers’ Institute of Brandon last night. 
| The truths brought out and emphasized 
| have been, in a sense, known for years, 
but the professor's remarks will have 
the effect of directing efforts to im- 
| prove the yield and quality of wheat 
| into an entirely new channel. Lereto- 
fore it has been the impression, due 
partially to the work of the experimen- 
| tal farms, that the improvement in 
| yield was to be obtained by securing a 
' new variety of wheat. Prof. Rovert- 
! son broke lose from tradition and exist- 
ing opinion, and offered a mass of evi- 
dence to prove that increases in yield 
| and the improved quality of our wheat 
| is to be obtained only by a careful se- 
lection of the seed by the farmer year 
| after year, of the variety best suited to 
the locality in which he lives. More 
than this, he gave evidence to show 
that the seed so selected docs not run 
| out, but becomes more productive year 
He was supported in his 
opinion by S. A. Becford, superintend- 
ent of the Brandon experimental farm. 
Messrs. McKellar, Greig and Waugh

SPRUCE GUM HUNTING. 
The Adventurous Maine Woodsmen 
Who Carry It On. 


Althongh chewing gum of various kinds 
—pepsin and special digestion aids—can 
be procured at every city corner from the { 
penny slot machines, nothing has ever 
taken the place of the genuine spruce, and 
itstill sellsata high price. It cannot be 
imitated, nor is there any counterfeit 
which is anything like it. Some of the 
druggists in eastern Maine have contracts 
for spruce gum aggregating thousands of 
dollars. Some of them have ‘staked’’ gum 
hunters and sent them into the woods. 
Most of the Maine gum finds its way to 
the city markets that demand~for con- 
sumption the round, red lumps that gleam 
with inner fires like the bloodstone. This 
choice gum is readily sold by the Maine 
wholesalers at $1.50 a pound. 

Gum hunting has many elements like 
rubber cutting in the tropics, the men 
burying themselves in the wilds for 
months. The expenses of the hunter are 
alinost nothing, and the receipts from his 
quest are likely to be in the nature of a 
small Klondike find. Some tobacco, a few 
bushels of beans, some coffee, flour and 
fat meat, with the game he kills, furnish 
him bodily fuel for the season, while he 
will frequently in a single day secure gum 
that will net him 310 in the market. He 
is independent, too, with his canoe, his 
snowshoes and his gun. His canoe will 
be Jaid up during the winter, but when 
the rivers open he will bring down his win- 
ter’s finds. He is not likely, however, to 
work any too industriously in gum hunt- 
ing, bus rather to make short days and 
fish and hunt the balance of the tine. <A 
few days’ hard work will furnish him a 
cozy shack in the deep forest near the 
bank of a stream, and with woed unlimit- 
ed and a skarp ax he is not likely to suf- 
fer, and when a storm ison he does not 
leave his comfortable camp

man is diferent from most men. He ear- | 
ries a.pack with him at all times, even | 
when hunting, that should he run 
across an eld gum searhe can take ad- 
vantage of it without making another 
trip. When spring opens, he returns to 
civilization, tough, rugged and hard as 
seasoned oak, and he may have a pack of 
gum to the value of several hundred dol-

OUR YOUNG HOPEFULS. 


It is often claimed, in discussing the 
educational system or systems of Canada, 
that there is something radically wrong, 
because a number of those who take a 
course in our public and high schools, do 
not turn out as well as we expected. 
Some attribute it to what is known as 
the “cramming process;” others think 
the fault lies in the lack of moral or re- 
ligious training in our schools. To us it 
seems that the blame for a great many 
of the failures can be traced to influences 
over which our schoo] authorities have 
no control. During schoof hours the 
child receives instruction and discipline, 
but outside the school, when the parent 
ja in charge, how does he spend his time ? 
Too often the downfall] of boys, or young 
men, can be traced to nights spent on 
the street in company anything but ele- 
vating. 

In order to assist the parents to over- 
come this evil the North-West Assembly 
has made provision in the Municipal 
Ordinance for the passing of a by-law 
establishing a “ curfew.” The wisdom of 
the law is shown by many of the larger 
cities in the east and in the United 
States adopting it, and we think that 
North-West towns would profit by fol- 
lowing their example and taking advan. 
tage of the privilege given them. 

Then again many of the evil influences 
the child is subject to might be obviated 
or considerably diminished if more good 
interesting literature was placed within 
the reach of the children. 

Parents ungrudgingly pay school taxes 
and purchase text books for their child- 
ren and send them to schoo] that, among 
other things, they may acquire a taste 
for good literature, and then neglect to 
furnish proper food to satisfy the desire 
created. But the worst of it is, if read- 
ing matter is not furnished the child, he 
will securo it himself and he is not al- 
ways capable of choosing aright. How 
often do you heer the remark, “Oh, that 
boy of mine is a regular book worm.” 
* What is he reading?” is sometimes 
asked. “Oh, I don’t know,” is the usual 
answer, But you should know. And if 
you took the trouble you would perhaps 
be surprised to find that your boy was 
wasting his time over some trash not 
worth the paper it is printed on. 

In this age of cheap, good books, it is 
not impossible for every home to possess 
at least a fow works that will appeal to 
the minds of boys and girls. Let them 
have these within reach and many an 
hour wij] be pleasantly and profitably 
spent which would otherwise have been 

Too much care cannot be taken in the 
oversight of children’s reading, as their 
minds are o susceptible to the baneful 
effects of immoral or trashy literature. 

We do not claim our educational system 
is perfect by any meaps, but we do think 
that if these few suggestions were acted 
upon, our schoo) system, with all its 
faults, would not haye so many failures 
to apsawer for,

How Canada is Advertised Abroad 

The Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany has the reputation of being a pretty 
good advertiser, but many doubtless 
would be surprised to learn that its pub- 
lications are put to useful purposes in 
distant lands. Ina recent number of 
the New York Outlook, Mr. George Ken- 
nan has an interesting article on the 
“ Regeneration of Cuba,” in which inci- 
dentally is told how thoroughly Canada 
is advertised abroad by this company. 
Mr. Kennan described his visit to a 
Cuban school, in which he says : 

“ At 49 Sagarra street, for example, I 
visited with Major Barbour a private 
dwelling, where, in two rooms that cor- 
responded roughly to the frent and back 
parlour of an American house, there were 
crowded one hundred and four boys, 
from six to ten years of age, without 
desks, text-books or. slates, and almost 
without blackboards or suitable maps. 
The principal of this school was an in- 
telligent young Cuban named Ramon 
Martinez, a graduate of the University 
of Havana, who had in his scanty library 
such books as Wickersham’'s “ Methods 
of Instruction,” Sulley’s “Psychology 
of Teaching,” Froebel’s “Education of 
Man,” nearly all of Herbert Spencer's 
works, and the educational books of 
Currie, Sheldon and Fitch; but whose 
whole teaching outfit, or plant, if I may 
so call it, consisted of two small black- 
boards; a map of half the werld on a 
globular projection, issued as an adver- 
tisement by the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company ; one worn, tattered copy 
of Ollendort's “New Method of Learning 
English ; a few local butterflies, minerals 
aad: shells of his own collection; half a 
dozen kindergarten cubes, pyramids, 
spheres, etc., which he had bought with 
his own money ; and a small assortment 
of second-hand carpenter's tools. With 
the single copy of Ollendorff he was 
teaching one hundred and four boys 
English,” and by means of the Canadian 
Pacific advertising chart he was en- 
deavoring to make them acquainted with 
the world in which they lived.” 

Canadian Pacitic officials claim that 
no better maps are needed for teaching 
in the schools of Cuba or any other coun- 
try than those issued by the company. 
The one alluded to by Mr. Kennan shows 
the world on a proper ,scale, and is not 
distorted, as some charts are frequently 
liable to be, and being on Mercator’s pro- 
jection, is absolutely accurate.— Montreal

Then there 
will be energetic action to support the 
demand It may be regarded as cer- 
tain that this contingency has been 
fully foreseen for months past. Fresh 
troops and jarge quantities of muni- 
tions of war have gone to South Africa 
by every steamer. The troops have 
beeo described as reliefs, but those they 
were supposed to relieve have remained 
in South Africa. A steamer which 
suiled in May took 500 of these reliefs 
and passengers who had previously se 


cured accommodation, had to yield 
their places to the officers and men. 
In Natal, notably at Lady Smith, a 


Jlavrge force has been assembled and 
ready to mareh at a moment’s notice. 
It is estimated that the Transvaal 


could muster a fighting force of from 
15,000 to 18,000 men, while the Brit- 
ish troeps number 11,000 men, com- 
manded by the veteran major general, 
Sir Wm.

GAME TO THE END. 


Fitcsimmons, Champion Pugilist of the 
World, Falls Before Jeffries. 

Coney Island, N. Y., June 11. — 
James J. Jeffries, another sturdy young 
giant, has come out of the west to whip 
a champion pugilist. At the arena of 
the Coney Island Athletic club Friday 
night he defeated Robert Fitzsimmons, 
the world’s champion in two classes, 
middle weight and heavy weight, in 
eleven rounds of whirlwind fighting. 
He came to the ring a rank outsider 
and left it the acknowledged master of 
the man be defeated. He was never at 
any time in serious danger and after 
the size up the earlier rounds of the 
contest, took the lead and was never 
headed off. He had the Australian 
from the first roond, and would have 
ended it in the tenth but for the lack 
of time. 

It was acknowledged that Jeffries 
would have an immense advantage in 
weight, height and age, but the thous- 
ands who tipped and backed his oppon- 
ent to win were sure that he was slow 
and that be would, in that respect be 
at the mercy of the past-master of the 
science of fighting that he was to meet. 
He proved, on the contrary, that he 
was just as fast as the man he met and 
beat him down to unconscious defeat. 
He is a veritable giant in stature and 
marvellously speedy for his immense 
size. 

Less than a year ago he appeared in 
New York a great, awkward, ungainly 
boy. Today he 1s the lithe, active, 
alert trained athlete. The men who 
prepared him for his fight worked 
wonders with him. They taught him 
a nearly perfect defence, improved his 
foot movement and instructed him in 
the methods of inflicting punishment. 
The transition since he appeared last 
has been little short of miraculous. At 
twenty-four he has defeated Robert 
Fitzsimmons, Tom Sharkey and Peter 
Jackson, and if he cares for himself he 
will probably be able to sxccessfully 
defeat them for many years. 

The defeated man was just as good 
as when on the crisp morning on the 
plains of far-away Nevada he lowered 
the colors of the then peerless Corbett. 
He was just as active. just as clever, 
just as tricky and just as feirless of 
punishment. He went unfalteringly 
to his defeat. He was the aggressor 
even at the moments when he was 
bleeding and unsteady and when stun- 
ned by the blows he reecived he reeled 
instinctively towards his opponent, bz=t 
found bim a different opponent than he 
had met before. Jeffries fought from 
a crouching attitude that was hard to 
get at. He held his head low, his 
back was bent dowp and his left arm 
was extended. He kept jabbing away 
with his left hand, and found no 
trouble in landing. He showed excel- 
lent defense, and the ability to use 
the hands with skill. He is game, too, 
for be never shrank from his punish- 
ment. It wasa_ great fight to watch 
and comme:ced and ended ami fst 
seenes of wildest excite.rcnt.

Wheat prices have declined consider- 
ably in all markets during the ‘past 
week. The condition of the winter 
wheat crop has not improved and there 
have been very unfavorable reports 
from Russia and Roumania, where the 
dronght still continues, and the crops 
are said t» be in very bad condition. 
The principal cause of the drop in 
prices has- been the very large miove- 
ment of wheat if the northwest and the 
perfect condition of the growing spring 
wheat crop. There bas been a decided 
improvement in the export demand and 
@ very considerable business hasbeen 
done this week. It is usually a diffi- 
cult matter to advance prices in June 
when all vegetation looks at its best, 
but the fact remains that supplies will 
be only moderate and prices are now 
on an export basis. A recovery from 
the depression is likely and an upfavor- 
able change in the spring wheat pros- 
pect would result in a good advance.

DESPERATE FIGHTING. 


The Americans Lost Two Officers Killed 
and Twenty-one Wounded. 

Manila, June 12.—At daybreak Sat- 
urday 2 force of 450 men under Gen- 
eral Lawton, Wheaton and Ovenshine, 
advanced from San Pedro to Macati, 
sweeping the country between the Bay 
of Manila and Bay Lake, south of Ma- 
nila. By noon the couptry had been 
cleared almost to Paranaque. The 
Americans lost two officers killed and 
twenty-one wound*d. The rebels re- 
sisted desperately and left fifty dead in 
the trenches. Many more wounded 
were left behind by the rebels in their 
retreat. The heat during the day was 
overpowering, and there were many 
prostrations among the American sol- 
diers from that cause. 

Washington, June 12.—A cablegram 
was received at the navy department 
announcing the sudden death of Capt. 
Henry Nichos at Manila, from sun- 
stroke. Capt. Nichols was the com- 
mander of the monitor Monadnock. 


Street Car Strike. 


Cleveland, O., June 12—The motor- 
men and conductors of the Cleveland 
Electric Railway company decided on 
a strike at four o'clock Siturday morn- 
ing tying up the entire system, includ- 
ing the Euclid, Wade park, Cedar, 
Central, Scoville, Wilson, Broadway, 
Jennings and Brooklyn lizes. 

President Bryan announced that no 
more conferences would be held with 
the company unless the officers seek out 
and treat with the union. Men on the 
way here to take the place of the strik- 
ers have been headed off, the men aay. 
The fight is over the recognition by the 
company of the employees’ union, 
which is part of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation of street railway employees 
of America. The wen want a board of 
arbitration to pass upon alleged viola- 
tion of the company’s rules. Whena 
man is charged with violating these 
rules, the union’s officers and the com- 
pany’s management disagreeing on the 
disposition of his case, they want sum- 
mary dismissals for causes not clearly 
apparent to tiem stopped Nine hun- 
dred men are now out, but the linemen 
are expected to follow. No attempt 
will be made torun the cars today. 
The strikers have started a bus service. 


TORONTO EARTHQUAKES. 


For Ten Minutes the Shock Was Great, 
as Traced at the Obscrvatory. 

Toronto, June 12.—The seismograph 
at the Toronto observatory recorded 
two earthquake shocks during the past 
week. Copies of the tracings are being 
sent to the marine department at Otta- 
wa and to Prof. Miln, the celebrated 
authority on earthquakes at the Isle of 
Wight. The first shock occurred Sun- 
day night at 11.38. It lasted until 
7.35 Monday morning. For ten mip- 
utes the shock was vreat, but after that 
was slight. The second shock was re- 
corded at 30.07 0n Monday morning 
and lasted until 12.18 o’clock. It was 
at its height at 10.15 o’cleck. 


Canadian Copywright. 


Toronto, June 12.—The Globe has 
the following special cable: Professor 
Mavor, of Toronto, has succeeded in 
making a very good impression here 
regarding Canadian copyright claims. 
Mainly on his representation the_ inter- 
national congress of publishers today 
passed a resolution arming the desira- 
bleness of entering into satisfactory 
arrangements with the Dominion. 


Peace Conference. 
The Hague, June 12.—The drafting 
committee was in session tbree hvurs 
yesterday although not a single conclu- 
sion was reached, with the exception of 
the acceptance of the British scheme as 
a basis upon which to discuss the es- 
tablishment of a tribunal of arbitra- 
tion. After the session most of the 
members of the committee telegraphed 
to their respective governments indicat- 
ing that the discussion showed the ne- 
ceasity of having their instructions ax- 
plified.

Taking this into conSidera- 
tion, the prospects this year are equally 
as good. The citizens of Moose Jaw 
have unbounded faith in both their town 
and district.

We believe 
that there is not another town in the 
Territories making more substantial ad- 
ditions in the way of buildings than is 
Moose Jaw.

erected that are not needed. To prove 
this it is only necessary to say that 
houses are leased as fast as they are 
ready for occupation. What is wanted 
is more residences, the most certain sign 
of which is the big advance that has 
taken place in rents, it being almost im- 

ible to get comfortable dwelling 
ouses for less than $10 to 815, and in 
gome cases even more, 

But our contractors and buiiders are 
making big efforts to catch up with the 
demand. Mr. R. Beard is erecting six 
dwelling houses on the Colpitt sproperty ; 
Mr. T. E. McWilliams purposes erecti 
four on River Street east, and Mr, J. W. 
Ferguson, besides his numerous other 
contracts, will erect two. Besides these, 
the following citizens have either com- 
menced building or purpose doing so in 
the near future:—Jno. McNeil, Arthur 
Smith, Miss Arnold, Robt. Snoddy, Dan. 
Morrisor, J. A. McDonald, Jno. Bellamy 
(imprevement), Wellington White, D. 
Malloch, Mrs. Latham and George Young. 

So much for residential improvements. 
There will also be a couple new business 
blocks go up this year, which will add 
greatly tothe appearance of the town. 
The tirst story of Mr. Kern’s new hotel 
on corner Main and Manitoba Streets is 
now nearly up, and the contractors have 
now been waiting for brick for over a 
week. This building will be three storeys 
high and will cost, we believe, between 
$15,000 and $20,000. This building has 
already been leased and when opened 
will greatly increase our present hotel 
accommodation. Mr. J. M. Simington is 
also erecting a two storey solid brick 
store on cornerof Main and River Streets, 
which he will use as a bakery and con- 
fectionery store, with restaurant in con- 
nection. The Massey-Harris will erect a 
large one storey stone warehouse on 
High Street west, and Jno. Bellamy is 
building a new solid brick furniture 
store on the same street. The town hall 
will be repaired and renovated through- 
out, and it is expected that’ the Council 
will expend about $2,000 in new side- 
walks. The C.P.R. will continue making 
improvements this ;car, and will expend 
about $5,000 for new pumping station, 
coal chutes, new water tank, etc. St. 
John the Baptist’s church will build a 
new vicarage, and the Methodist congre- 
gation will build a new parsonage or a 
new church, but in all probability it will 
be the latter. 

But if the townspeople are confident 
of the future of Moose Jaw, the farmers 
are even more hopeful of the rural dis- 
tricts. Year after year the pioneer 
shacks and farm buildings are giving 
place to large and commodious residences 
and barns. This season Messrs. Jas. 
McCartney and A. R. Ross, of Buffalo 
Lake district; Mr. Wm. Young of the 
Stony Beach settlement, and Messrs. 
Bateman and Mephin of Caron, are 
building new houses, while Messrs. Hugh 
Thompson, Sam Getty, S. K. Rathwell, 
and Andrew Hagerty are among those 
who are putting up large barns and 
stables. Tup Vance has erected new 
farm buildings at Buffalo Lake, and 
Messrs. Hayes, who are among the new 
arrivals this spring, have moved onto 
their farm just north of town. 

In addition to this, there is the usual 
amount of minor improvements, such as 
building additions, painting, fencing, 
tree planting, etc., going on, all of which 
helps to improve the appearance of the 
town and give it a come-to-stay appear- 
ance.
